I South Africa, of the Automotive Daily News, he calls| 
attention to a development in that field which is likely to| 


have a serious effect on our export development there. 
According to our correspondent, South 
bought American cars in preference to those of the home 


country, largely because our high-powered engines and gen- | 


erous road clearance were better suited to conditions down 
there. The matter of price has been secondary. Within the 
past few years British manufacturers have realized this and 
have been making attempts to meet South African demands 
in the matter of power and clearance. We still have the 
price difference in our favor, even if the British makers 
meet all the demands in design. 

But recently some American manufacturers have made 
the mistake of changing their policies with regard to the 
marketing of cars ir South Africa. They have been trying 
to force dealers to take cars in quantities out of proportion 
to the market and to sell them on what the South African 
business man looks upon as too short a margin. There has 
also been interference with the local distributor’s business 
and an arbitrary transfer of dealer franchises, which the 
South African merchant looks upon with strong disfavor.
